Steyn concludes by 
declining to be responsible for the loyalty, 
of Ihe Free Staters unless a guarantee is 
given of the Transvaal's intention to 
protect Kdoonstad. 

" The second is a letter from Kruger 
to the commandant at Fourteen Stri ams. 
Kruger declares that it is inipossii)ie io 
send the roinforeomeuts the command- 
ant asks for, since all the federal forces 
are required at their lyroseut posts, but 
he declares that the federals are gaiuiug 
great victories, and that European intor- 
vcution is only a question of days." 

London, Jiay I!.— The Morning Post 
lias the following despatch from Mr. 
Winston Churchill, dated Thaba X'clui. 
April 29: "When. Gen. Dickson retired 
in the circumstances related in my last 
telegram, his own mess cart and the 
brigade water carls fell into tlie hands of 
the enemy, and his rear guard was 
heavily tired on. This retreat com- 
promised Gen. Hamilton, who tlierefore 
collected his forces and fell back warily 
on Tliaba N'chii, after sharply chocking 
the advance with musketry anil artillery 
lire. 

"Although much ammunition was ex- 
pended on both sides, the losses were iu- 
signilicant, the fighting being at great 
■raugo. Tlie result is that the Boers are 
willing to retreat, but it is not in the 
power of the present force to interfere 
with them or with their wagons."

THE WAR. 

Our view of tin- very indcliiiito war 
iiL'WS is that the correspondents— that is, 
not those in Africa but those a great 
ili-al nearer homo, are doing a lot of able- 
bodied guessmg. Talie yesterday iifter- 
' noon's news. It consisted of the stnte- 
mont that Broadwood's cnvnlry hnd been 
pushed on to IIoutnel<, that Gen. Hamil- 
ton had reached Houtnek, tlioreby si cur- 
ing the road from Bloemfoutein to 
'I'liabn N'chu, and that the Canadians 
hnd lieen ongaged. This is certainly 
very meagre lot of Information: b\it it 
indicates that a general movement is in 
progress, the ultimate effect of which 
will be to force the enemy northward. 
. Thi.'i will also be tlio effect of the opera- 
tions along the Free State' frontier 
north of Kimberley. 

The I..oreii7.o Marqnes despatch printed 
this morning, whicli tells of tlie fortifica- 
tion of I-.vdenburg. is extremely inter- 
esting, for if it is cnrreet it indicates a 
change in what was understood to be 
^he intention of the enemy, namely to 
make' the last stand at Pretoria. Lydcn- 
' - btirg 'is east and a little north of Pre- 
■ 'toriii.'. It lies in a very hilly country. 
A line of railway runs up from Koomi- 
poort in the general direction of Lyden- 
hurp. Koomipoort is the pass in the 
DraUensborg range through which the 
Poliigoa Bay railway enters the I'rans- 
vnal. The Netherlands railway, which 
it is said tile enemy will destroy, is thi 
line from Delagoa Bay to Pretoria. If 
the enemy can retreat to the northeast- 
ern ..corner of the Transvaal with a 
strong force, he can mnlto a stubborn 
resistance, but we hope that before he 
reaches there the fight will be taken out 
of >hW. 



TO-NIGHT'S MEETING. 

There will doubtless be a large attend- 
ance at the A. O. U. "W. hall this even- 
ing, when Messrs. Turner, Helmeken, 
Hall aud Mcrhillips v,-ill address the 
electorate. The meeting will be one of 
more than usual importance, for ^at it 
these gentlemen will for the first time 
since their nomination define their posi 
tion upon the various losties of (hi' day 
The present campaign is one in which 
issues, vital to the future of the iirovince 
nre involved, and on this? occasion per- 
haps more than at any other provincial 
election in many years, the men are of 
much less importance than the principles 
for which rhey stand. More votes will 
he east for principle in this contest and 
fewer'out of incre personal feeling than 
is usually the case it^ provincial elec- 
tions. For the province is at the part- 
ing ;)f tile ways. On the iltli day of 
•Tune next the electors, in the exercise of 
their franchise, Tyill decide the fnluic of 
the province for some years to come, 
whether it is to he one of prosperity, be- 
gotren by wise laws and settled condi- 
tions, or to bo one of doubt, uncertainly 
ami cviMTiiiiciit. \o mord vital qnes- 
tiou can bo presented to this young prov- 
■ ince, " where every prospect pleoscs," 
but where unfortunately the men now In 
power seem inclined to be "vile" in tli 
matter of legislation and axlmiiiistniticm. 

The four gentl(>meii who will appear 
be^re the voters to-niglit in tlie charac 
ter of^cnndidntes, have served the con 
sUtueney through two sessions. Throe 
of them have already been before- their 
cimstitlients twice in two years, .and the 
by-election of IS!)!) must be taken to 
liavo boon a ratification of their course 
during; the session of 1898, and what has 
«ince-^ransi)lred\i8 in perfect harmony 
with what tten: took place. Wo are at 
• . a loss ' tO'; imagine any possible reason 
;, wliy^the, voters of Victoria should take a 
■>,diiBfeifcnt -attitude, now rt^ they diii 
ln*1898' iind 1890. ' If 'such a reason 
could bo suggested we should long ago 
havo had some hint of its nature. 

To those whoso lingers are upon the 
pulse of public opinion it is not neces- 
sary to make any argument t.i prove 
that if . there is harnjony. of action oh the 
part of the opponents of the Martin 
ministry, the government ticket will be 
nlterly vanquished at tlio polls. ' Th.orc 
is not .only a strong feeling of hostility 



in this city to. Mr. Martin's policy, but 
an absolute lack of confidence in both 
him and bis colleagues. He himself is 
regarded, 'as a very dangerousvman:,Thls 
opinion is.based iiot*only upon\iB record 
before he camo to this province, but 
upon his career here. He has shown 
himself to be utterly reckless, in speech, 
in acts of . administration and in. legis- 
lation, tte has blundered egreglousiy 
in his public declarations; he hns blun- 
dered in his administrative acts; his 
legisllttiou is a mass of blunders. Ills 
colleagues are hotjigentletnen "Avhose fit- 
ness for office is such as to "comn^nd 
them to the people of Victoria, and 
while there are very many who enter- 
tain for Mr. Yates the most kindly feel- 
ings, it would be folly to pretend that 
there is any sentiment here favorable to 
bis retention of a cabinet. position.. . 

In addition tb^iiir. Martin and Mr. 
Vatos, the go\ernmont ticket in this 
city embraces two gentlemen, who are 
very well known to the citizens. One 
of them, Mr. Bcckwith, hns been and is 
an alderman, but we may say in all 
fairness that his record on the aUlor- 
nianic board has not been such as to in- 
spire conlidonce in his breadth of view, 
his general htui'ss for legislative work 
or his ability to imprefs his views upon 
Mr. Martin. So also as to Mr. Brown. 
No one has anything to say in i-egani to 
Mr. Brow/1 except that he is a very 
accoinmodating gentleman, who is al- 
ways ready to oblige the public with a 
well sung song and to take part In the 
orgnnizntion of entertainments. It never 
was siiLTgested that he is one to wlioiu 
the puhlic would turn in thi'ir hour of 
need as a strong man to carry them over 
a dilUculty of point out a line of policy 
Indeed, the reason why Mr. Martin 
selected the two gentlemen just named 
is the same ns inlluencod him lu select 
iiig his colleagues in tlio goverumeiit- 
nainely. a desire to surround himself 
with weak men who would make 
pretence at controlling his policy. 

While the candidates will doubtless 
take occasion to speak for themselves to- 
night and make it clear that they come 
before the people asking th.-ir support 
upon provincial issues- only, it may be as 
well to say now. in order that there may 
be no mistake, that Messri".* Turner, 
Ilelincken. Hall and McPhlllips are not 
appealing to Conservatives as such nor 
Liberals as such, but to all the voters of 
Victoria, as citizens of British Columbia, 
,ind irrespective of their allegiance in 
the fcdernl arena. They look for tin 
active support and assistance of all those 
who believe the establishment of ,^Ir. 
Martin in oflic(> will lie disastrous to the 
interests of the province. While we do 
not regard opposition to Mr. Martin as a 
suiUcient platform in itself, for the 
pi>oi)le have a right to expect something 
atlirmative from those who aspire to 
legislative honors, the defeat of the 
present Premier, his overwhelming de 
feat, so as to prevent him If poss-iblo 
from being any longer a factor in our 
politics, ought to bi' the chief object 
aimed at in the coming election. So im- 
portant is this that other questions might 
remain in abeyance until h's overthrow 
has been accomplished; but we hope the 
four candidates named above will not 
be content to-night simply with declaring 
themselves opposed to him, but will 
point out the lines of policy which tliey 
will expect to be followed by auy gov- 
ernment to be formed in consequence of 
the popular verdict. 



ORIBNiTAX. IMMIGRATION. 



The Coloniet has reeeived-^" several 
strongly worded letters on the sub- 
ject of Oriental immigration. but 
as tlie publication of tliein at 
this particular juncture would bi 
of no special service we hav.e decided not 
to print them, but ra'ther to convoy and 
endorse in these cohinins the opinions 
expri'ssed. Tliese are tliat steps must be 
taken to prevent the provim-e being over- 
run by ,ra])aiii'se. ^^'e are not very sure 
what the legii<lature can do in the mat- 
te.-. Its powers in this regard are ex- 
ceedingly limited. We do not favor the 
re-ennctinent of exclusion laws, wben v.-e 
know they will ]„• disallowed, at lea-t 
ncrt before every other nu^thod of cheek- 
ing the evil has been exhausted. As a 
matter of fact very little has been done 
as yet by .the legislature. Certain acts 
liave been passed, l)ut the Colonist point- 
ed out at the time that they were wholly 
inadequate for the object aimed at, for 
the reason that they would either be de- 
clareil unconstitutional by the courts or 
he disiillowed on the ground that they 
iiiterft-rei! witli the Imperial policy. We 
take some credit to ourselves for ihi 
although at t.lie lime it exposed us to at- 
tacks ou the ground that we favored 
Mongolian imraigrulion, and some of our 
estimable contemporaries have ta^en 
pleasur(? in styling the Coliuiist a .Mon- 
golian organ. The only difforence be- 
tween this paper and tlio.se who put the 
legislation referred to through the hoiwe 
was that the CoIouLst rightly yead.the 
law and they did not. AVe agreed that 
restrictions should be put upou this ob- 
jectionable iiumigration, but at the same 
time pointed out Uuil the steps taken 
ivould result in failure; We recall that 
when the Coal jllnes Rcgiilation' Act 
was first tested, the Coflonist said that 
the law would bo declared ultra vires be- 
cause the Tights enjoyed by aliens in 
Canada ^raa a .matter coming .under the 
jurisdiction 'of the parliament of Canada, 
and so the court hold.

If this case is 
properly presented to the Imperial gov- 
ernmcut, we may take it for granted that 
it will form a eubjoct of correspondence 
with ttie Japanes'tf governhtent and -that 
a conclusion satisfactory to all 
parties will ho reached. Surely 
it is reasonable for us as Brit- 
isli subjects to try this plan before 
resorting to steps that are ci?rtain to ac»- 
compliah nothing for some time at least, 
and may cause serious •friction. In^kort, 
we prefer to see this Oriental question, 
which is a very serious question, dealt 
with from the standpoint of patriotic 
statesuianship, and not from tliiil of 
demagogic olUce-seeking.

In reading accounts of wliat is now 
transpiring at the seat of war, it is wIho 
always to bear in mind that in the 
aoutheru homisphere the seasons are re- 
versed from thobo wo are accustomed to 
Euro[)e. Thus the summer extends 
fiyim October to March, and llie winter 
from April to Scptc'inber. 

Although the days are liot, very hot, 
fic.ircliingly so in fact, tho nights lire al- 
most invariably beautifully cool. This 
in one way is a pleasant and refreshing 
cliaiigf. and yet in iinotlier it is not un- 
Uteiided with dan.L'er to hcnllli, inas- 
niucli as till- variation in the tliermonie- 
ter between midday and midnight may 
be as inucli as 50 degret-n. If liierefore 
one is not well protecred at night from 
the great difference in temperature, there 
is great risk of cliill. It is principally 
for tliis reason that the kind gifts from 
friends ;it lumie to our soldiers abroad of 
Wiinii caps, uuilllers, hoods ami the like 
will be so welciane. After the exi>rtio!i 
of a l(Mig day's inarching or figliting, 
when tlie wlicde body gets tliorouglily 
strained and wearied, it becomes peculi- 
arly susceptible to cold, and it is then 
lliat. if teleiiaihy were feasible, tlie don- 
ors of warm (.'lothing wmihl be over- 
whelmed by the grateful tlnnights of 
those who are sleeping <iiit on tlie h.irc 
veldt, under the blue velvet sky, beneath 
the Southern Cross. 

The continent of South Africa is so 
huge that all sorts of climates are found 
therein, from the tropical moist heat of 
some parltj of Natal, to thc rarefleil, drv, 
invigorating air . of the Transvaal hig"h 
veldt. Suiunu'r time 'in Durban is very 
ojipressive. The air seems elammy with 
moisture, the , sun shines with trebli! 
buniiiig glass power. At night It is a 
little belter, and il re(iuire« carefully 
closed nins(iiiito curtains to keep out the 
niaraiiiliiig Idood-siic-king insects. Then 
the cii-ada cheeps shrilly iind persislent- 
ly I'rom the 'trees; the frogs cro,-ik, 
"Coax! Coax!'' and the night air seems 
full of life. 

l''urther north, in Natal, wlicre our 
troops are now figliting, the air is much 
drier, tile elevation lieing so much great- 
er. The days are very hot, but tlie tem- 
perature falls very rajiidly at night. 
Both during tlie wintei- and sumnicr' the 
prevailing wind on tlie coast is from tin; 
southwest. Th\'y isay that it lilows from 
iliat (iircctioii six timcH to once from any 
other. 

The rninfall at Durban is nearly 40 
inches; that at t'ieteriui-iritzburg -a'bouti 
oS, and practically the whole of it- falls 
during tlie summer inonthH. The winter 
— June, July, -\ugiist— is nearly always 
dry. 

The thunderstorms are frequent and kc- 
vere. The meteorologists report that 
tliere is an average of nearly 100 every 
year. Th(r liglituing is. far more bril- 
liant and dangerous than ever experi- 
enced in England. Seared patches of 
grass many yards wide are often seen 
where the electric lluid has struck and 
set the grass alight. Halt u dozen head 
of cattle are frequently killed by one 
flash of lightning.

Police and Coroner Go' Up to

> Coroner Dr. E. C. Iliu-t, Dr. Ileriimn 
Ilober.tson, Provincial Sorfc'eiuit Atkins, 
Coustiible Hodgson luul one or two resi- 
dents o£ that portion o£ Miiyno island 
ou which the I'oint Comfort hotel, i.s sit- 
uated, went up to Plumper i'ass from 
yictoria by the Yosemite yesterday 
inorriirig for the purpose of thoroughly 
investigatiug the riiiuden death during 
Monday iiiglit ot John Jlurton, a ison o£ 
the lute Sheriff Murton, of Hamilton, 
Ont, and a n^hew of Mr. J. B. Sey- 
mour, the Vancouver druggist. It was 
expected that the post mortem examin- 
ation and the inquest would have been 
disposed of in time for the rrieilieal men 
and police olllcers to return tu the city 
by the steamer Iroijuois and Victoria & 
Sidney train last evening, but their plans 
in this respect were fated to disappoint- 
ment; and in consequence the public must 
wait until to-dav to learn in detail the 
result of their Inquiries as to 'whether 
the death had been the result of accident, 
suicidal determination, or fouletit crime. 

The evidence at present available in 
this city and Vancouver would appear 
to indicate merely unfortunate mi» 
chance, but other circuni-itances are gos- 
siped about in connection with the case 
which call for the fullest and uuKst thor 
ongh investigation before any tinal and 
dehnite conclusion is arrived at 

Mr. Murtou was a young man of 28, 
well known both in this city and iu Van 
corn er. I.iatterly he had been a boarder 
at the lioutse of Mr. Adolf li'reimuth. 
the Terminal Ciiy, so close and esteem- 
ed a friend that he was regarded almost 
as a member of the family circle. When 
Mrs. li'reimuth entered into a business 
partnerrihip with Mr. \V. 11. Mawdsley 
and reopened the I'oint Comfort hotel 
he was engaged as clerk and bar-keeper, 
and it was iu this dual, capacity that he 
Was engaged at the time of his very sud- 
den decease. 

The report was current in Vancouver 
yesterday and telegraphed to th 
lug paper here that the body when 
found ou Tuesday morning was back 
ed and distoried in a manner indicativi 
of violent crime. That this is wholly in- 
correct is borne out by disiuterctited and 
absolutely reliable witnesses, among 
whom may be included Mr. llallam and 
. Miss Josephine iStanton, two of the prin 
• cipals of the Boston Lyric Opera Co. It 
so happened that they were not required 
for a perfornnince on Monday evening, 
lind so wen^ able with Col. Thompson's, 
consent, to accept an invitation from Mr/ 
Mawdaley— au. old friend— to spend the 
oft' day with liinr at the Point." 

There, as Mr. Hallam told the Colon 
ist last evening, he saw Mr, Mtirtoii "dur- 
ing the day — indeed he was behind""ithe 
bar sometime in the neighborhood of 
■1:30, and complained that a tooth was 
giving him considerable annoyance. He 
might have had a drink or two, but he 
was not at all under the inlluence of 
liquor, and spoke of going out to shoot 
some pigeons fQr the visitors' dinner. 

After a late luncheon, Mr. Hallam and 
Mir. Mawdsley went down to tWfe •water 
for a little fishing, and at" about 4 o'clock 
they were recalled by a message from 
the house, and found Mr. Murton in his 
room, insensible and breathing heavily. 
He never afterwards recovered eon- 
sciousncKs. Mrs. l-'reimuth told how she 
bad boon passing his room and beard the 
occupant gasping. She entered and 
found him insensible, summoning help 
immediately. 

Mr. Mawdsley and other.s worked over 
the fiuflercr all night, medical aid being 
eleven miles away, but sometime about 
2 o'clock Murton ceased to breathe. The 
suppotsition was that ho had taken an 
• iverdoHc of cocaine— to the use of which 
he had confessed himself addicted— in 
conjunction with several gliisses of whis- 
key. On the doctor's arrival at ]0 
o'clock Tuesday morning, he pronounced 
the unfortunati! young man dead for 
.some hours, although the body strangely 
retained itK warmth, and curiously rapiil 
decomposition occasioni'd some remark. 

All that remained to be done was to 
communicate with the authorities, and 
this was done immediatelj'— tJio party 
from Victoria going up by the Yosemite 
as a result. 

Although the coroner did not return 
home OS anticipated last evening, news 
of the inquest and its result in some way 
reached Vancouver, for a wire from the 
Colonint's (.((rrespondent there states that 
a verdict of death from natural causes, 
through uremic poisoning, was returned 
by the jury of residents.

Bishop Ridley Relates Impres- 
sions Made at a Relig- 
ions JCorifereirtTC.'^: 



The lUght Reverend Dr. Ridley, 
Bishop ot Caledonia, a diocese compris- 
ing all the Northern portion of this 
province, with an nrea\gytsn^greater"thnn 
nil Great "Britain and" Ireland, returned 
last evening from a prptractcd visit to 
the Old Country and New York, bis 
stay in the great American metropolis 
being, in connection with the recent 
Protestant congress— probably the great- 
est conference o£ religious workers dur- 
ing modern times. The Bishdp "of Cale- 
donia represented the Church Missionary | 
Society, giving his special attention to 
the representation of this province, and I 
was but one of ,n)ore thUn two thousand 
clergymen ;.of national repute brought 
together for a comparison of notes and i 
interchange of ideas. Bx-President 
Harrison acted as general president of 
the convention, and on one notable day 
addresses were given by McKiuley, 
Harrison iind Roosevelt— the past, the 
present, iiiul (according to the views of 
many) the prospective president of the 
world's greatest republic. In contrast- 
ing the addresses of these three notable 
gentlemen, Bishop Ridley gives a little 
very interesting gossip of their personali- 
ties. Ex-President Harrison is, accord- 
ing to bis_viow,. ,the most accomplished 
speaker of the, three; Kls sentences are 
polishtHl and scholarly; his style most 
ndinirablo; bis convictions deep. Presi- 
dent JIcKinley in his address "gave more 
the impression of caution. His speech

OANADA^kT PARIS SHO^W. 

J^psition of Country's Exhibits in Colo- 
nial Section- Allotment of 
tbc Spoco. 

Almost the lirst act ou the part of the 
Uoyal British commission to the Paris 
exposition, nfter its organization with 
tile I'rinco of Wales as chairman, was 
to invito the co-operation of Canada nnd 
otlier sections of the Empire. 

b'or the purpdse of securing and organ- 
izing a proper representation of the 
colonies, therc-ilias been named in tlie 
Imperial commission n colonial commit- 
tee. Cjanndii was invited to name a 
rein-oseiitntivt' ini this committee, and 
the government responded by iiomiunt- 
ing the high commissioner in London, 
I.,ord Strathcoiin. and Mount Royal was 
chosen by this committee as their chair- 
man, and wns apiiointcd the representu- 
tive of tile e.,|o,.i,.s on the ^[enoral oxo- 
ctitive coiiiniittee of the Imperial com- 
mission; so thnt Canada occupies a very 
lioiiorable and advuntngcous position 
upuii the Imperinl commission, the more 
so in conseciuence of the high standing 
in London (jf her representative. 

The I''rencli exhibition authorities deal 
exclusively with tlie British Imperial 
coiiiiiiission in regard to all matters con- 
nected with the participation of each 
and every |)nrt of the British Empire in 
the exhibition. The colonial committee 
in LiMidon, with the object of iiITording 
an aliiiiidnnt opportunity to tlie Britisli 
colonies fm- proper representation, ob- 
tiiiiied the privilege of a special building 
set apart for the occupation of these 
colonies. .Much correspondence and 
negotiation has taken place between the 
Impcriiil commission nnd the French 
autliorities in regni'd to the concession of 
a separate building. It was not until 
.ranuary 1, 1S!)!I, that this wns finally 
granted and tlie conditions fully deter- 
mined. 

In the course of this correspondence 
it became evident that tlie space thus 
nccorderl to the colonies ns a whole was 
such that the portion allotted to Canada 
would be (juite incommensurate with the 
requirements of the Dominion. On 
reiiresontations made to this effect we 
have been able, however, to obtain a 
considernble additioiinl allotment in the 
space accorded to the British Empire 
over and above that granted us in the 
special colonial building. 

IN COLONIAL BUILDING. 

The colonial building finally decided 
upon, situated on the Trocadero grounds, 
overlooking the Champ de Mars, not far 
from the great Eiffel Tower, covers 
.'!C,000 sciuare feet, of which Canada hns 
been allotted 1!7,000 square feet. In the 
Canadian portion ot this building ex-

Work Let to One Man Who Ajso 
Leases Lines for Fifty 
Years. 

V ' 

Work is just beginning on tlio con- 
Btructlon of tbo New York underground 
railroad. Tliis great enterprise, the 
■contract price of wliieli is §35,000,000, is 
athe result of twelve-years of popular 
•'dlacnssion and of state and municipal 
legislation. The first stops leading up 
to the present work were taken in 1888, 
■during the administration o£ lilayor 
LSLbram S. Hewitt The tunnel or sub- 
way has its reason for existence in the 
peculiar configuration of iNIanhattan 
Island and in the inability of the exist- 
ing surface and elevated liuos to handle 
comfortably the enormous volume of 
travel during the "rush hours '' morning 
jiiul ovoning. 

No cxtraorilinary cn^iueering problems 
are involved in the undertaking. Tun- 
nels may lie constructed, and have boon 
const nu'tod, below city streets, as well 
as tbrou;:h lofty mountains. Every 
igrcat engineering project, however, in- 
volves details that are peculiar to itself, 
and these details for the New York 
tunnel, as presented below, will bo 
found of unusual interest. But the pre- 
limluary (luestious in connection with 
the enterprise were not those of engi- 
neering, but of finance. 

The cost of this public work is to be 
paid by tlie city of New York, which 
will own the tunnel. The city, how 
over, will not build the sub^vay imme 
diately. as it would open a street or a 
sewer, but it has let out the job to th< 
lowest responsible bidder, who is to con 
stru(!t the road, equip it and operate it 
for 50 years. Witli the privilege of re 
uewal for 25 years longer. The city 
will sell its bonds to raise the money 
with which to pay the cost of construc- 
tion, which money will lie turned over to 
the contractor in instalments, and the 
annual rental to be paid by the con 
tractor under the lease after the com 
pletion of the tujinel will be the interest 
on tlje construction bonds, plus 1 per 
cent, on the cost of the work. The bid 
that has been accepted by the Rapid 
Transit Commission was for the lump 
sum of $35,000,000. Thtf contractoi-'s 
chances for profit accordingly lie in the 
probability that the ' subway and the 
/ailroad can be constructed and equip- 
ped for less than $35,000,000, together 
• with the probability that the net income 
from operation during the period of 50 
.veiiirs will be, greater than the rental 
Th? city, in turn will find its reward in 
■the ownership of a' great avenue of 
rapid transit, built for tlie lowest price 
at which experts would do the work, 
full interest on the cost and 1 per cent, 
in addition being guaranteed for 50 or 
75 years, and the property then to be 
open for such further use or disposal as 
may seem desirable. The t per cent, on 
tlie bonds paid as rental in addition to 
the interest on tbe bonds -will go into a 
sinking fund for the retirement of tliti 
loan. 

Tl;o contractor will be called upon 
under liis bid to do all the work and 
furnish all of the material requisite to 
the buildinii. construction jind equin- 
inent of the rnilroad, including all 
sewer and street construction and ro- 
constniction incident to the bnildinK of 
the railway. . The equipment, liowever, 
will bo tbe property of the contractor, 
though subject to a lien of the city to 
secure performance of the contractor's 
obligations. 

Bonds and cash to the amount of 
.?S,000,000 have boon deposited on behalf 
of tlie contractor to insure the fulfilment 
of his acreement. 

THE CONTR.VCTOR. 

The Rai)id Transit Commission issued 
its " invitation to contractors " in No- 
vember, and the bids were opened 
.Tanuarj- 15. two bids having been 
ceived. The successful competitor was 
.Tohn B. McDonald. :Mr. ^rcDonald is 
now building the .Teronie Park reservoir 
in New York. Fonner contracts of his 
were on the West Shore and on 
Baltimore & Olun's belt line tunnel in 
Baltimore. The bid was based on an 
estimate of .SnO.nOO.nOO for the tunnel 
and 95,nnn.nnn for equipinent. 

After somewhat prolongcil negotiations 
villi various parties for the attainment 
of the necessiiry surctii>s. the I'ontractor 
fuially enlisted the financinl backing of 
Ancust Belmont & Co. The scheme de- 
velopo<l into the organization of n eor- 
poration with .'fi.non.Oi^O cnnital stock to 
stand behind Mr. !\rcDr>iiiiId in the pro- 
secution of the task. This naturally is 
taken to moan that the financiers who 
are interested are abtindantl.v convinced 
that the subway can be con.s'tructed and 
equipped within th" bid, with n liberal 
margin to spare. The contract was dnly 
executed Fehrunry ?5, and bv its terms 
work mnst begin within 30 dnys. The 
const ruction will be . under tlie imme- 
diate supervision of Jfr. WiJlinm Bar- 
clay Parsons, the engineer for the rnp'd 
transit board. 

Petailed plans for the eouipment and 
operation of the tunnel lii'es will not 
hiive to be submitted to the Rnpid Tran- 
sit Commission until the railrond shall 
have been two-tbjrds finished. Tlip 
motive power is limited to somethinir 
that does not renuire combustion in the 
tunnel, but whether electricity, com- 
pressed air or some other force" ns yet 
undiscovered or unemploynd is left open, 
fliid current oninion tends to the conclu- 
■pion that ultimately the undercround 
railwiiy wl'l be onerafed by or in eon- 
.innction with either the l\retronnlitnii 
surface Hues or the Manhattan elevated 
lines, or both. It is undeiHtmiu that the 
frnncliise for operating the rond is now 
the property of the construction ' corn- 
pan v. 

Provision is made in the scheme for 
fast and frequent service of both local 
and express trains from tli" southern 
■terminus at tlip post office to the suburbs 
•north of the Hiirlem River. Plans are 
now under consideration for an exten- 
sion of the subway Routhward from tlie 
post.'ofllcc. to' the 'Battery.' and thence 
under the harbor to the southern part 
of Brooklyn. 

DIVIDED INTO SECTIONS. 

The city oxpect.s that the railroad will 
he constructed,' maintained and operated 
b.v the contractor according to the entire 
general plan, but for the purpose of re- 
stricting its pecuniary liability for rapid 
transit at any one time within narrower 
limits, the work is divided into four sec- 
tions. Section one includes all the road 
from its southern terminus at the city 
hall to and including a station at Fifty-

The time allowed for the completion of 
the work is three years, at least three 
years for sections one and two, if it is 
decided that they shall be built at the 
same thne, and 'the entire construction 
is to be completed within four and one- 
half years. 

Most of the leugth of the line will be 
contained within the tunnel. The west 
side line, however, emerges from the 
underground level at 122nd street, and 
will he an elevated road from 125th to 
133rd streets, entering the tunnel again 
at 135th street. ^ 

'rijB.T.XTNNEi;SJ. ' 
The grades at various points iu the 
tunnel will range from 1 to 2 per cent. 
The construction of the tunnej will be 
of steel and concrete, the floor consisting 
of a foundation of concrete varying from 
a thickness of eight inches on a rock 
foundation to o gr«;nter thickness where 
the material Is loss favorable. The 
tunnel will be thoroughly waterproof, 
and the spccificiitioiis are particularly 
ilfiinilc upon tliis i)oiat. The roof of the 
tunnel will lie supported by steel frame- 
work, consisting of bents 5 feet apart 
len^'tliwiso of the tunnel, each bent 
being formed of l)ni!t-up columns 12 feet 
11 inches apart and capped with 15-inch I 
beams. 'J'ho space between the I beams 
is to be arched with concret(>. The 
width of the four-trai.'k tunnel will lie 5;! 
fed and the two-tracdi tunnel li.S feet. 
In passing under the Harlem River the 
line will be carried in two cast-iron tubes 
each 1(1 ti'ot in diameter. As tin 
sitates passing' tliriin,i;h the soft materinl 
nnilei- (he l)ed of the river, it will be 
thoroughly encased in eon<;rete, th-' root 
of the Innnel lieihf; approximately 21 
feet below mean hnv water. 

THE TRACK. 
The track construction will consist of 
rails laid on continuous bearing of 
wooden blocks, the blocks being held in 
lilace by ^rniird rails, secured to metal 
cross-lies embedded in concrete. The 
rails v.-ill be of the section adopted as 
standard by the American Society of 
Civil lOnginoiTS, and of a ^veight of not 
less than .SO pounds per yanl, laid in 
standard lent.'lhs of ;iO feet. The spoci- 
licalioiis provide for the use of tie plates, 
with ribs running longitudinally with 
the grain of the cross-tie. (Jnard rails 
are to be laid the whole length or each 
track and on both sides of the rails. In 
the niidiTf,'r(iund work these ;,-uard rails 
ii'i' :■. of Kteid iu the shape of bulb 
angles or sneli other form as may be per- 
mitted by the onKineer. On Viaduct; 
tliey are to be of long-leaf- yellow piui 
timber, inches wide by S inches deep 
inside of the rails. All" timber used in 
connection with the track is to be pre- 
served afjaiust decay by some process 
stitlsfactory to the engineer. 

THE STATIONS. 
. The underground stations will be en- 
tered from the sidewalks throu.gh open-, 
ings under ornamental coverings, .and 
throughout the specifications the matter 
of ornamentation has been made of con- 
siderable importance. It is provided 
that all portions of the work which in 
any way come into public view outside 
shall be made with such ornamental 
iiiii.-h as shall not detract from the most 
ailistic surroundings. The platforms 
will be of concrete, 200 feet long and 20 
feet wide at the middle and 10 feet wide 
at each end. The express stations wili 
be about IVj miles apart, and these will 
have island platforms, which are reached 
by bridges passing over the surrounding 
tracks. The station walls are to be 
faced with enanieled brick, and the rfKifs 
will be of the concrete arch construction, 
except where it is possible to utilize side- 
walk lights. 

'J'ho enuipmeut is required to be at 
least suflicient to supply at one time 
trains of three cars each on the local 
lines, at intervals of two minutes, and 
trains of four cars on the express lines, 
at intervals of five minutes. lOach car 
is to have a minimum seating capacity 
of 48 persons. The motive power has 
not yet been decided upon, but the 
motors are required to have sufhcienr 
power to haul on levels, in addition to 
their own weight, trains of five cars 
each at an average speed of ,'!5 miles an 
hour, with stations V/U ndles apart, al- 
lo-,vii'.g 10 seconds for the dui'ulion of 
e.'ich stop. In the matter of signalling 
devices, preference -ivill be ^ivcn to a 
system which will automatically bring a 
triiin to a stop in the event of the man 
in t linrge failing to obey a dangr'r signal. 
The lease uiuler which th(> contr.'ictor 
will use the road provides for th 
riiige of froi>;ht or express matter, with 
the limitation that such use shall not to 
any extent interfere with the use of the 
roiid to its fullest capac^v for all pas- 
sengers who shall desire xo be carried. 

The work will be under the direct 
supervision of Mr. William Barclay 
Parsons, chief engineer of the rapid 
transit board.

I think there are many of us who re- 
gret (as I certainly do) that out of eucli 
u large profit there is no possibility under 
our articles of ass.ociatiou, except at the 
expense of one particular class of shart^ 
holders, of applying a considerable siuu 
to reserve; but those articles were drawn 
up by the original promoters at every 
point iu favor of the 100 founders' 
shaxcs, of which they retained 05 for 
their services. It therefore only remains 
for us nil to take things as they exist, 
aud to hope that iu the present prosper- 
ous condition of the company and ites af- 
fairs the two clatises of shareholders 
with such very divergent nud opposing 
interests may be able to sink their differ- 
ences. Your board have endeavored in 
tlieir reconimendatioa to study with all 
fairness the rights of both parties, and 
that recommendation has been uivlield iu 
all respects by the auditor."., ^^'e know 
that after a dividend of 10 per cent, to 
the prefereuce sliarehcjldoro the founders' 
shareholders are entitlud to one-half uf 
tile protita of tlie particular year. Ou the 
other baud, the (luestion of how prolits 
are to be determined is a very ditlieult 
one, where si)eculative assets are con- 
cinued, and (hie care must be taken that 
the company's capital subscribed by tlie 
preference shareholders is left fully re- 
Iiresented by the assets of the company 
held iu hand. The wiiole subject is one 
fraught with great dilUcultics, and while 
the cuuipany remains (Jii its present basis 
reasonable compromises ou both wides are 
the only menus avaibihbi of securing its 
coutiaued prosperity. There is no doubt 
that the time has now arrived wlieii this 
system of comprouiiseM iiiiglit, to the 
great advantage of the company general- 
ly, be settled once and for all by its re- 
constitution with onl.v one class of share- 
holders hiiviiig no opposing interests be- 
tween themselves. 

FOUNDERS' SHARES. 

No company, Inwever prosperous, bui^ 
dcqed with founders' shares is in a hap 
py position. Pounders' shares themselves 
are.nnmnrketable things, and their very 
existence depreciates the value of the 
preference shares. No otlier proof of tJiis 
could be iilford(Hl tliau by the present 
low price of tlie latter shares in the mtir- 
ket, considering tlie dividends and pros- 
pects of thiii conip;iiiy.

Revert- 
ing to the report, I am glad to be aide 
to inform you that we have now pur- 
chased on very reasonable terms the in- 
terest of Capt. Moore 'in the wharf at 
Skugway, ami thereby eliminated a 
source of continuous friction. Tills ar- 
rangement has been effected largely 
through the efforts of the general mana- 
gers, both here and at Skagway, and is 
in a great measure au outcome of Mr. 
Tov.-nsend's yisit to Skagway in the com- 
pany's interests. . , 
FURTHER INTERESTS. 

The local uiauagenient is working on 
tiie befit of terms with tlie railway com- 
piiuy and tlie princiiiai ship))ors, so that 
with our now increaHwl holding we have 
every reason to hope for a large and 
coiitimious income. Last year, after 
making i)rovi><iou for a suspense capital 
account of £100, and paying debts 
amounting to over £S()0 back expenses 
from tlie inception of the couipaiiv, this 
company received nearly £800 as its net 
share of six mouths' working; and should

be fuirlVj. expected. The company have 
also puD^ased, under the advice of Mr.

As stated iu the report, the 
company luive also other proje(;ts of an 
iniportaiit nature submitted to them for 
consideration as promoters. These pro- 
jects are not of a nature to involve the 
ex|iendituro of capital, but if they are 
l'(>uud worthy of acceptance they will 
bring in considerable profit to the share- 
liolders. Turning to the profit and loss 
account, it will be seen that the Loudon 
and Victoria expenses are some £500 less 
than those of the previous year, and in 
all probability tlie Victoria expenses will 
he still further diminished in the future. 
1 now pass to tlie two concluding para- 
graphs of the report, which deal witli 
the rc-clcclidii (if the auditors aud a 
director, and as 1 take these to lie ua- 
contentious busini'ss I will, with your 
permission, treat these as the lirst busi- 
uess of the meeting. I do not think I 
iced say anything in favor of Messrs. 
C. F. Kemp, Sons & Co., who wore 
unanimously elected liy you at the last 
meeting, aud whiwe reputation is too 
well established lo require ar.y eulogy 
from me. 1 propose that tliey be re- 
elected as auditors for the current year 
at a remuneration of 40 guineas, and I 
will ask tliat this proposal be secondud 
by s(nii(> iullueutial and iudepondeut 
shareholder. 

-Mr. .Magner: I shall be pleased to sec- 
ond th(> motion. 

Tile Chairman: I ■n-ill put the resolu- 
tion to tile meeting, that Messrs. C. F. 
Keniji, Sons & Co., be re-elected auditors 
for the ourrent year at a remuneration 
of 40 guineas.
